Tbe  first  record  is  dated  at  U  addon  field, 
March  18th,  1777.  The  Board  wa*  inform¬ 
ed  that  Oapt  Walton  was  attending  in 
town  with  a  number  of  prisoners  which  he 
bad  brought  from  Monmouth.  By  some 
papers  laid  before  tbe  Board  and  by  exami¬ 
nation,  it  appeared  that  six  of  tbe  prisoners 
had  been  taken  in  a  boat  sod  belonged  to 
Pennsylvania  whereupon  the  Council  ad¬ 
vised  him  excellency  to  order  Captain  Wal¬ 
ton  to  conduct  them  to  Philadelphia  and 
deliver  them  to  tbe  Council  of  Safety  of 
Penn,  with  tbe  svidenoe  obtained  in  the 
examination. 

Tbe  next  day  other  person*,  sent  to  Had 
donfield,  by  General  Putnam,  were  exam 
lned,  end  they,  haring  taken  the  “oath  sf 
abjuration  and  allegiance  aa  by  law  ap¬ 
pointed,"  were  discharged. 

The  Council  continued  to  meet  every 
day,  as  s  general  thing,  and  sometimes 
twice  a  day.  They  were  charged  with  the 
examination  of  all  prisoners  or  suspected 
persona,  and  the  dispoeitton  of  them  ;  all 
citixens  suspected  of  disloyalty  were  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Council  of  Safety,  and  after 
examination  were  required  to  take  the 
uoath  of  abjuration  and  allegiance,"  or, 
refusing  to  do  so,  as  many  did,  were  allow¬ 
ed  to  go,  within  a  given  time,  into  the  ene 
my’s  lines  or  were  frequently  sent  there 
under  charge  of  an  officer.  In  some  in¬ 
stances  they  were  required  to  give  bonds 
for  their  appearance  to  answer  at  the  next 
Court  of  general  gaol  delivery  lor  the 
county,  and  in  others  they  were  imprison¬ 
ed  on  a  charge  of  High  Treason. 

On  the  ftth  of  April  “a  petition  from  sun¬ 
dry  inhabitants  of  New  Ark  in  the  County 
of  Essex  waa  read,  setting  forth  that  some 
of  the  most  inveterate  tones  remained 
after  tbe  enenyr  were  fled,  had  been  appre¬ 
hended  and  sent  to  He  d  Quarters  ;  but 
through  multiplicity  of  business  or  want 
of  evidence  have  been  discharged  and  on 
returning  home,  threaten  such  ms  had  ac¬ 
cused  sod  taken  them  np  ;  that  some  who 
have  fled  with  the  enemy,  have  left  their 
families  and  relates,  the  latter  of  which  ie 
daily  conveyed  sway  by  the  former  for 
want  of  proper  authority  to  secure  them ; 

st  many  persons  who  have  refused  to 
comply  with  General  Washington’s  procla¬ 
mation  remain  at  home  without  any  mo  tes¬ 
ta  ti  an  or  doing  any  kind  of  duty.  It  was 
referred  to  the  Legislature. 

Ordered  that  warrants  of  coigpuitment 
be  issued  against  John  Laurence  andTboa. 
Watson  tor  high  treason,  etc.,  etc. 

Passing  over  fifty  or  sixty  pages  filled 
with  interesting  occurrences  more  or  less 
similar  to  tbe  above,  we  note  the  following 
record : 

“That  Major  Hays*,  or  ths  oommandiag 
officer  of  the  Militia  stationed  at  Newark, 
be  ordered  to  remove  from  tbe  County  of 
Essex  to  the  South  side  of  Hackensack 
River  in  Bergen  county  in  order  to  go  into 
the  enemy's  lines,  ths  following  women 
(with  their  children)  being  the  wives  aad 
children  of  persons,  lately  residing  within

Ordered  that  Joseph  Hodden,  Jon.,  be 
appoints!  a  commissioner  far  the  Connty 
of  Essex  for  signing  end  Inventorying  the 
eetatee  and  effect*  of  persons  gone  over  to 
ths  enemy,  etc.,  in  the  room  of  Isaac  Dodd 
who  refuses  to  act. 

Ordered  that  I*sac  Ogden  now  in  ths 
gaol  of  Morris  Connty  be  removed  for  trial 
t>  the  County  of  Kami  is  which  he  re- 
aides. 

Sept.  1ft.  We  find  this  note  ;  Whereas 
Jno.  Ogden,  Smith  Hetfleld.  and  Jno.  Wil¬ 
lis  of  Essex  County,  have  gone  over  to  the 
enemy,  and  left  their  familiee  behind  them 
—Ordered  that  Col.  F.  FreUagkuyaan 
cause  the  wives  of  *ald  Ogdon,  Hetfleld 
and  Willis  sad  such  of  their  children  as 
are  under  sge,  to  be  removed  within  ths 
y’e  lines,  or  some  plans  within  their 
possession. 

Aug.  2nd.  Moses  Jequea  wee  commis¬ 
sioned  Lieut.  Col.,  Jacob  Crane  1st  Mqjor 
and  Eaekisl  Woodruff,  Jr.,  find  Mqjor,  all 
In  the  First  Regiment  ot  Foot  Militia  fh 
County,  to  supply  vacancies. 
Lieutenant  John  Troop  of  the  3rd  bat  to¬ 
ol  New  Jersey  Vole,  la  the  enaasy’s 
service,  having  bee®  apprehended  by  order 
of  the  Connell  as  n  spy  or  recruiting  for 
the  enemy,  was  brought  before  the  Connell 
and  examined.  Ordered  that  ha  be  mat, 
with  hle^nxemfonttoq  lo  Orel.  Wanking 
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Bometimee  w«  dad  that  parsons  impris¬ 
oned  for  misdemeanor*  were  allowed  the 
optieo  to  stand  trial  or  go  into  the  Navy 
Of  the  United  Bute*.  Henry  ftboope,  Pe¬ 
ter  Saunders,  Beitj-  Tuttle,  Jno.  Abel. 
Beuj,  Hetfleld,  Jonathan  and  Cor.  plaw- 
son,  and  Jas.  Compton  were  cases  of  this 
kind.

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE, 

Mxajxn.1.**,  Fbaucb,  Mat  30,  1874. 

Mn.  Lyon — Dear  Sir:  You  tee  tha(  I 
have  reached  France  in  tbe  study  of  geog¬ 
raphy.  although  part  of  that  which  I  have 
Studied  ol  France  during  the  last  few 
weeks  will  probably  be  included  in  the  map 
of  Italy,  a  few  years  hence,  provided  the 
latter  country  keep#  up  her  forward  march 
and  tbe  former  continues  ss  she  has  for  the 
past  four  years.  The  first  place  scroas  the 
line  that  received  us,  after  a  very  pi  -vital 
car  ride  over  part  of  the  famous  Cornu* 
road,  wa*  Mentone.  For  one  not  fond  ot 
lovely  scenery,  and  a  moat  sgrevsole  cli¬ 
mate,  Mentone  is  not  the  place. 

It  Is  situated  like  a  half  moon,  with  tbe 
ocean  within  the  curve,  and  the  high  moun¬ 
tains  without,  consequently  it  is.  about  as 
well  protected  from  “tramontanes"  ami 
other  disagreeable  Mediteranean  win  da,  as 
it  can  be. 

Being  so  well  aitnated  and  having  so 
many  natural  attractions,  it  has  become 
quite  a  winter  reeoit,  especially  for  people 
troubled  with  lung  diseases,  who  find  here 
h  climate  more  even  and  as  a  rule  wanner 
than  any  place  yet  discovered  in  Italy,  Be¬ 
tween  Mentone  and  Nice  lies  the  moat  beau 
tifnl  part  of  the  Comic*,  and  some  of  the  fi¬ 
nest  scenery  that  ordinary  traveler!  can 
find. 

Since  tbe  railroad  has  been  built  from 
Genoa  to  Nice,  very  few  go  by  carriage  or 
diligence,  a*  was  the  custom  five  years  ago, 
but  people  who  mind  their  p’s  and  q’s  just 
give  the  railroad  a  slip  at  Mentone,  hire  a 
carriage  with  four  bones  end  make  tbe  dis¬ 
tance  in  three  hours,  seeing  more  than  they 
would  in  a  thousand  journeys  by  rail  over 
tbe  same  route. 

One  commences  to  think  more  about 
himself  on  entering  Nice,  than  he  has 
since  he  entered  Italy,  (ol  course  provided 
he  has  been  there.) 

The  first  impulse  is  to  look  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  at  your  pantaloona,  to  see  if  they  hav* 
spring  bottoms,  then  out  comes  *  pocket 
looking-glass,  to  see  if  your  cravat  corres¬ 
ponds  with  the  passing  dandy’s;  next  you 
are  shocked  to  find  that  yonr  hat  is  entire¬ 
ly  out  of  style,  your  heart  begins  to  sink 
as,  coming  in  contact  with  a  pedestrian, 
you  notice  that  your  linen  is  not  aa  white 
as  it  should  be.  This  is  the  last  straw  on 
tbe  camel’s  back.  With  a  poor  opinion  ot 
Italian  washerwomen  you  sneak  off  to  your 
hotel,  where  s  day  is  spent  wondering  how 
you  ever  managed  to  become  so  corrupted 
in  your  dress,  but  just  st  sunset,  as  you  are 
about  to  order  “pistols  and  coffee  for  one,’ 
light  is  shed  on  the  subject,  and  you  re 
member  the  stories  that  friends  used  to  tell 
of  bad  tailors  and  washerwomen,  on  their 
return  froes  a  trip  to  Italy. 

Nica  hi  m  mature  Paris,  a  city  o i  pleas¬ 
ure  aad  nothing  mors  nor  lees.  Before  co¬ 
ming  to  Nice  one  baa  an  idea  that  It  should 
belong  to  Italy,  aad  that  Fiance  wen  a  tit¬ 
tle  grasping  to  have  taken  it  for  her  servi¬ 
ces  in  tbe  late  Austriaa-IUlian  war  but  af¬ 
ter  an  hoar  spent  here,  one’s  conviction* 
are  rather  shaken.  It  is  next  to  impooriM* 
to  imagine  younelf  in  Italy,  for  everything 
denotes  the  Frenchman'*  sway  here,  tor  a 
time  et  least.  He  ban  Imported  his  pretty 
little  parks,  made  the  street*  wide,  and  as 
a  necessity,  baa  brought  his  usual  amount 
of  "gas”  to  make  him  cbeerfhl  st  night, 
and  to  keep  him  from  his  great**  malady, 


Appearances  an  deceitfbl,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  ail  theae  convincing  eigne  to  the  con¬ 
trary,  for  a  large  portion  of  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  are  Italians,  aa  may  be  judged  from 
tbe  fact,  that  on  the  lent  anniversary  of 
Victor  Emanuel's  aaeeneioa  to  the  throne 
of  Italy,  4,000  Italians,  resident*  of  Nice, 
sent  him  their  congratulations,  with  the 
message  that  they  were  sorry  not  to  be  able 
to  count  themselves  among  his  subjrcta. 

This  is  a  large  number  for  a  city  of  80,* 
000  inhabitants,  as  probably  each  of  the 
4,000  repreaenta  two  or  three,  and  of  ooune 
there  are  many  who  are  neutral  at  present, 
bat  who,  If  they  should  see  any  hope, 
would  be  ready  enough  to  help  their  na¬ 
tive  country. 

The  citixens  ot  Nloa  have  an  advantage 
ovnr  most  of  the  European  atUea,  of  hav. 
log  tbe  Principality  of  Monaco,  in  their 
vicinity,  where  they  nan  And  within  an 
hour’s  rids,  very  “innocent”  amusement 

Monacco  is  on*  of  the  tew  remaining 
gambling  places  of  Europe;  situated  aa  It 
U  eo  near  to  Nice,  aad  with  its  beau  Ufa  I 
anrronn dings,  also  having  the  groat  attract¬ 
ion  of  the  green  tables, ”  it  la  ss  a  natural 
n  grant  place  for  people  to  go  | 


for  relaxation  of  pocket.  Monaco  is  an 
dependent  kingdom,  It  is  governed  by 
prince  ;  has  its  own  laws  and  everything  to 
correspond,  but  of  course  la  very  small  and 
will  undoubtedly  in  the  course  of  a  fyw 
yean  be  taken  by  France  under  her 
nrly  wing. 

The  whole  of  this  part  of  the  coast,  » 
one  vast  winter  resort,  where  representa¬ 
tives  of  all  nations  come  to  idle  sway  the 
winter  month*,  which  in  most  countries  are 
cold  and  bleak,  but  here  are  like  summer, 
the  whole  winter  through. 

ClWHKs,  on  the  other  side  of  Nice  frupn 
Mentone,  is  another  little  paradise,  where 
the  inhabitants  of  northern  countries  find 
a  refnge  from  their  dreaded  winter*.  Can¬ 
nes,  like  Mentone  and  Nice,  is  beauliiully 
situated  and  is  well  calculated  to  make  a 
few  months  residence  s  very  enjoyable  and 
delightful  epoch  in  one’s  life.  It  is  hard¬ 
ly  possible  to  spend  a  winter  in  all  of 
these  places,  and  I  think  it  would  be  a 
very  difficult  problem  to  say  which  is  the 
best ;  so  If  one  ha*  a  few  months  to  stay 
along,  the  best  way  to  decide  the  matter  is 
to  lose  up. 

About  a  mile  from  Cannes  is  the  little 
island  of  Marguirite,  where  Marshal  Ba 
zaine  is  confined.  He  is  about  aa  well  sit¬ 
uated  ss  Mr.  Tweed  snd^other  New  York 
dignitaries,  and  I  think  a  little  better,  for 
he  is  in  a  good  climate,  and  from  his  win¬ 
dow*  be  gets  s  meet  magnificent  view. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  remove  Mr. 
Tweed  from  time  to  time,  to  Florid*  to 
pass  tbe  winters,  and  in  that  way  we  may 
be  able  to  lengthen  out  his  life,  and  keep 
him  among  us  lor  some  years  yet.

Aidrk’s  Pocket-book. — The  pocket- 
book  taken  from  the  person  of  Major  John 
Andre  by  hi*  captors.  Be  pc  fig,  1780,  has 
bran  presented  to  the  Conaedseat  Histoii- 
Society  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Whitman,  of 
Groton,  Ooslu.  The  Hartford  QmtmI  says 
that  it  was  for  many  years  in  tbe  possession 
ot  Mr.  Joshua  Barrell,  of  Bridgewater 
Maaa,  a  jjpldier  of  the  revofotion,  from 
whom  it  passed  more  than  forty  years  ago 
to  his  grandson,  Rev.  Mr.  Whitman.  It 
will  hereafter  be  preserved  by  the  side  of 
Arnold's  watch,  which  ha*  been  for  many 
years  in  the  cabinet  of  the  Historical  So¬ 
ciety. 

Probably  the  most  remarkable  Instance 
of  hereditary  descent  of  an  office,  in  the 
history  of  our  government,  is  that  of  the 
Consuls  of  Falmouth,  England.  One  of 
the  first  appointments  made  by  General 
Washington  as  President  waa  that  of  a  Mr. 
Fox  to  this  consulate.  When  lie  died  his 
son  was  appointed  to  the  place.  The  son 
also  died  and  the  grandson  waa  made  his 
successor.  During  President  Lincoln's 
term  a  man  from  New  York  was  suggested 
for  Mr.  Fox’s  place  at  the  ifotanee  of  Mr. 
Thurlow  Weed, -who  took  such  interest  in 
the  matter  that  he  went  to  Washington  to 
the  appointment.  Mr.  Huatas,  the 
I  Second  Assistant  Secretary  of 
i,  told  Mr.  Weed  the  story,  and  added 
that  Mr.  Fox  wa*  one  of  the  most  valuable 
officers  in  the  service,  whereupon  Mr. 
Weed  tore  up  the  papers  on  the  spot,  and 
said  he  would  not  disturb  so  faithful  a 
man.  Mr  Fox  retained  hi*  place.  He 
died,  and  on  Wednesday  of  last  week  the 
great-grandson  of  the  original  appointee 
was  appointed  to  the  place.
